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Council decides to pull out of waste commission

Didsbury town council hits decided to give its one- 
year not ice to pull out of the Mountain View Regional 
Waste Management Commission. 

The decision was made at the Dec. 9 meeting 
of council following strong suggestions from Roy 
Browm, the town’s chief administrative officer, that 
the commission needs to take a hard look at its finan¬ 
cial position. 

The motion means Didsbury's membership in the 
MVRWMC would cease effective Jan. 1, 2016. 

Brown said the proposed $7 increase to Didsbury 
residents’ tax bills for the comnussion in 2015 - 
which the Town of Didsbury doesn’t use for residen¬ 
tial pick-up - is too much for residents to absorb at 
once. The $7 increase is necessary in order for the 
commission to recoup losses incurred over the previ¬ 
ous few years, according to MVRWMC. 

Didsbury s CAO suggested the commission’s strat¬ 
egy should be "‘rethought’' and that the increase in 


rates should be “more appropriate.” 

“I just don’t think (the increase) is fair to seniors 
and those on fixed incomes,” Brown said. 

The recent explanation of the commission’s posi¬ 
tion during a Dec. 4 meeting with all member munici¬ 
palities passed a lot of blame to other municipalities 
Brown said, but he said the real reason for the com¬ 
mission’s situation was a lack of proper financial 
management by the commission over its own affairs. 

As an alternative to the commission, Brown pro¬ 
posed that Didsbury, Carstairs and Cremona, which 
already have close cooperation on many different 
items of mutual concern, set up an alternative to 
the MVRWMC and look at new ways of dealing with 
solid waste. 

“We think it’s very important that we think in new 
ways,” Brown told council members. 

Brown said he believes that the commission needs 
to re-work its 2015 budget and that the commission 
members should meet sometime before its next 
scheduled meeting on Dec. 22. 

It was suggested that Coun. Lavar Adams, 


Didsbury’s representative on the commission, find 
out if a commission board meeting could be sched¬ 
uled sooner than Dec. 22. 

"Administration agrees that time is of the essence. 
I think they (the waste commission) need to look at 
a very serious situation,” Brown said. 

Didsbury council members also passed a motion to 
send a letter to the commission that commission board 
members reconsider the commission's 2015 budget to 
reduce requisitions to municipalities with the intent 
to recover losses through requisitions over a longer 
period rather than trying to recover the losses in 2015. 

A bylaw that council passed with regard to rates 
for various items was also amended at the council 
meeting last week so that Didsbury residents will pay 
$22.30 per month for waste collection in 2015. 

Following the council meeting, mayor Rick 
Mousseau said despite the fact that it’s a serious 
decision to potentially withdraw from the MVRWMC, 
the town has been forced into the decision. 

“The rates keep going up. That’s not fair to our 
residents," he said.

Provisional budget proposes no municipal tax increase

Didsbury council 
members passed a 2015 
provisional budget that 
will see no tax increases 


for the coming year. 

The budget was passed 
at the Dec. 9 council 
meeting. 

The operating budget 
was set at $10,572,345 
while the capital bud¬ 


get was set at $562,750. 
Earlier, on Nov. 25, Nita 
Barholow, the town’s 
chief financial offi¬ 
cer, presented council 
members with a capital 
budget of $849,000 for 
2015, but that was cut 
to $562,750 in order to 
preserve a zero per cent 
tax increase. 

Bartholow told council 
members that there was 
some debate amongst 
the town’s senior admin¬ 
istrators following the 
Nov. 25 budget presen¬ 
tation to council, with 
some administrators 
favouring a slight tax 
increase while others 
wanted to hold the line 
on taxes. Bartholow said 
she preferred a slight tax 
increase in order to fimd 
more of the town's amor¬ 
tization.

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Bartholow included 
about 65 per cent of the 
town’s 2015 amortization 
in the budget. 

Coun. Lavar Adams 
said he wasn’t in favour 
of fully funding amor¬ 
tization, arguing that 
that money could be 
better spent elsewhere. 
Bartholow, however, 
pointed out that she 
would prefer if as much 
money as possible is 
allocated to amortization 
so that when the time 
comes to replace assets, 
the money is available to 
draw upon, rather than 
having to borrow. 

While the budget 
is largely set for 2015, 
final adjustments will 
be made in the spring 
of 2015, depending on 
what the assessed value 
of properties are and 
final requisitions such as 
school taxes. 

Some of the capital 
projects that will go 
ahead in 2015 include 
putting a nibber mem¬ 


brane on the roof of 
the town office/library, 
which is budgeted at 
$40,000. Improvements 
to the aquatic centre, the 
most expensive capital 
project, are budgeted at 
$200,000, while $100,(X)0 
is budgeted for remote 
meter reading equip¬ 
ment. Sidewalk improve¬ 
ments to 16 Street are 
also included in the bud¬ 
get at $84,750. 

Some of the projects 
that were included in 
the list presented to 
council on Nov. 25 but 
were cut from the final 
draft included spend¬ 
ing $50,(XX) on the ball 
diamonds at Memorial 
Park, $189,000 for a side¬ 
walk on 23 Street and 
$35,000 for chip seal to 
be laid on the road lead¬ 
ing to the golf course 

Mayor Rick Mousseau 
said staff did a good 
job in paring the budget 
down to essentials bast'd 
on what they think tax¬ 
payers can afford. 


“The management 
team in each department 
brings in their budget 
and Nita and (staff) go 
over it and cut where 
they have to. They gave 
us a list and that’s what 
we went off of,” he said. 

Mousseau said it’s 
always a balancing act 
with bringing in a bud¬ 
get that affects taxpay¬ 
ers as little as possible 
in the present while 
putting more pressure 
on the future, but he 
said he’s happy with 
the budget that was 
presented to coun¬ 
cil for 2015. He said 
some municipalities 
are beginning to pass 
multi-year budgets as a 
way of looking forward 
and balancing present 
realities with future 
demands. 

“I guess we can’t toe 
the line at zero per cent 
all the time, because if 
something major hap¬ 
pens we’U take a nuyor 
hit on taxes,” he said.

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Brown floats municipal cooperation

Didsbury council 
members passed a 
motion at their Dec. 
9 meeting to set up a 
Charter for Municipal 
Cooperation between 
Didsbury, Carstairs and 
Cremona to work on 
issues of mutual con¬ 
cern to the three munic¬ 
ipalities. 

The idea was sparked 
by existing cooperation 
the three municipalities 
have developed in many 
areas over the past few 
months, including infor¬ 
mation technology ser¬ 
vices. 

Roy Brown, the

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Knox United celebrates 50 years in building on 19 Avenue

Members of the Knox United Church celebrated 50 
years of services at the church’s present building at 
1406-19 Avenue on Dec. 7. 

The church’s first service in the building was on 
Dec. 6 , 1964. 

Many long-time members told the Review that the 
building has been an excellent place to worship over 
the years. 

Doreen McEwen, 82, has been playing the organ 
at the church's services for the past 30 years. Before 
she took up her post at the church, she had previous¬ 
ly only played the piano and had to leant an entirely 
different instrument - there are more foot chords 
to play with the organ, while there is only one foot 
pedal with the piano. Another difference is that with 
the piano, players can lift their fingers off the keys 
while with the organ, the keys are held down. 

“Anyone who says you can play the piano and you 
can play the organ, no, because it’s got the foot pedals 
... and the feel is entirely different. I’m still learning. 
I plan on staying with this as long as I can," she said. 

McEwen has played under six ministers and two 
interim ministers, many of whom were extremely 
musical. The music and the ministry is what drew her 
to the church, and what keeps her there. 

“I enjoyed working with the ministers and like 
1 said, they were all different. Most of them were 
musical,” she said, adding that the current minister, 
Janice Walls, is keeping up that musical tradition. 

McEwen said the acoustics in the building are 
excellent, unlike some buildings where the sound of 
music gets lost in the vastness of the building. 

Walter Scheide, a current trustee of the church, 
said a group of well-known parishioners in town 
decided that because the former church building was 
too small, they took it upon themselves to organize a 
building committee and build a larger church.

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Didsbury Lifeline Society folding

The Didsbury Lifeline Society is folding at 
the end of the year, forcing clients who use the 
service to switch to Phillips Lifeline based in 
Toronto. 

Although the monitoring system of the service 
will no longer be in Alberta, the basic service - 
monitoring the health of clients who live alone 
- will not change, it will simply be moved to 
Ontario, said Shirley Thompson, chair of the 
Didsbury Lifeline Society. 

The Didsbury society sold to Phillips at the end 
of November and so far, clients have not had any 
difficulties with service. 

“Some of us that are on the (Didsbury Lifeline 
Society) board, the age is getting against us and 


we would just like to retire. And we just could 
not find anyone to volunteer to take this over. 
On the first of January (Phillips) will start billing 
our clients," she said. 

The society, which was incorporated in 2001, 
never had any paid staff. As a consequence, 
rates for the service were kept relatively low. 
Currently the rates are between $27 and $30 per 
month. 

But Thompson said rates for the 35 remaining 
clients - many who have been on the service 
since the 1990s - will remain the same until Dec. 
31, 2015. After that time, Thompson said Phillips 
- a for-profit company - may increase rates. 

“We have an agreement with Phillips Lifeline 
that they’re not to change the rates for our cli¬ 
ents for one year,” she said. 

When Thompson got involved with the busi¬ 


ness in the early 1990s, she applied for society 
status, which was granted in 2001. At that time, 
the society had an agreement with Access, a 
monitoring service in Olds, but when Access 
was sold a few years ago, the society changed its 
monitoring service to a Drayton Valley monitor¬ 
ing service. 

“It gives peace of mind to families with peo¬ 
ple living alone. They say it’s for seniors, but 
we’ve had all ages on our lifeline system. We’ve 
had (Multiple Sclerosis) patients, Fibromyalga 
patients, we’ve had young people on (the ser¬ 
vice) who’ve had accidents and they needed 
something in their home (because) they’re living 
alone,” she said. 

All of the society’s assets will be disbursed to 
organizations in the Didsbury area that support 
seniors.

Accountability 
a must for all 
MLAs 


When Albertans elect MLAs to represent them in 
the legislature, they do so with the hope that those 
same elected officials will conduct the govern¬ 
ment’s business with integrity and openness. 

Unfortunately, the hope 
and the reality have become 
separated by a wide margin 
in Alberta in recent years, 
with former Premier Alison 
Redford being a prime exam¬ 
ple of what can happen when 
elected officials put their 
own interests before those of 
their constituents. 

In a move they say will 
make Alberta politicians and 
government officials more 
accountable to the public, 
Premier Jim Prentice and his 
Tory colleagues have passed 
the new Accountability Act. 

“One of my first commitments as premier was that 
government would take concrete action to end enti¬ 
tlements and rebuild public trust,” said Prentice. 
“Our government has delivered, with strong legisla¬ 
tion that will restore Albertans’ confidence in the 
integrity and accountability of government.” 

Passing final reading on Dec. 10, the new act will, 
among other things, provide “greater consistency in 
conflict-of-interest rules for election officials, senior 
civil servants and political staff," he said. 

It also clarifies rules around the acceptance and 
public disclosure of non-commercial travel by 
MLAs. 

New Democrat leader Rachel Notley says the leg¬ 
islation doesn’t go far enough. 

“After much fanfare from the PCs, this 
Accountability Act intentionally misses the mark 
on the most important ethical breaches of the PC 
government over the last few years," said Notley. “It 
fails to inject ethics and accountability back into the 
government benches. By only addressing conflict of 
interest issues related to political staff, the govern¬ 
ment is failing to address much more serious gaps 
in our conflict of interest legislation. 

“This government has neglected the fundamentals 
of transparency, fairness and accountability again 
and again, and with this Accountability Act we see 
that the new management is very much the same as 
the old management." 

Wildrose finance critic Rob Anderson says the 
government must be committed to following the 
new rules for them to be effective. “If you’re 
going to have transparency, if you’re going to have 
accountability, things are going to all be done in 
public, above-board, it’s important to have these 
things in legislation," said Anderson “Instead of 
looking for loopholes, will he instead do everything 
in his power to not allow for those loopholes?" 

This new Accountability Act is a step in the right 
direction - if, and only if, the government is pre¬ 
pared to follow its own rules. If not, then it’s all for 
naught. 

Meanwhile, if Premier Prentice really wants to 
“restore Albertans’ confidence in the integrity and 
accountability of government", maybe he should 
call a judicial inquiry to compel Alison Redford to 
answer questions under oath about what she did 
and did not do during her reign?

Carbon taxes are a hit to the wallet

Carbon taxes are back on centre 
stage in Canada, after a new “bipar¬ 
tisan" Ecofiscal Commission came 
out in favour of the idea Ontario 
Premier Kathleen Wynne is aLso 
talking about carbon taxes, as is 
Quebec Premier Philippe Couillard. 
That makes this an opportune time 
to review some of the problems 
with the idea of Canada engaging in 
unilateral carbon pricing. 

Since proponents of carbon 
taxes justify the tax primarily on 
the grounds that it will protect the 
environment, we should consider 
that argument first. According 
to Environment Canada, Canada 
emitted about 1.8 per cent of the 
world’s greenhouse gas emissions 
in 2012 and emissions are expected 
to continue to decline. Given that 
Canada is such a small emitter (in 
a global context), Canadian emis¬ 
sion reductions - even if they were 
dramatic - would have no measur¬ 
able impact on the trajectory of the 
future climate. With regard to con¬ 
ventional air pollutants, Canada's 
air quality has been improving for 
decades, and will continue to do so. 
Thus carbon taxes in Canada are 
not about achieving environmental 
improvements. 

So if it isn’t about environmen¬ 
tal protection, what is a carbon 
tax about? Essentially, it is about 
changing people’s behaviours in 
ways that drive them away from 
activities that produce greenhouse 
gas emissions, activities that are, 
overwhelmingly, related to how we 
consume energy - energy in our 
homes, in our cars, in our work¬ 
place, in our schools, hospitals, and 
in our diet. And given that we are all 
quite different in our preferences, 
we will all be affected differently. 

Do you prefer a free-standing 


home to a small apartment? Sorry, 
you’ll have to pay up - you almost 
certainly emit more “carbon” than 
the urbanite in the micro-condo 
(and that doesn’t include your com¬ 
mute). 

Do you have health issues that 
require you to maintain a particu¬ 
larly cool home in summer, and 
warm in winter? Sorry, you’ll have 
to pay the tax or pay more for 
insulation. 

Is your family spread across 
Canada, requiring travel to visit? 
Sorry, but you’ll pay more for all 
forms of transportation when you 
go to visit Grandma 

Do you take a lot of prescription 
drugs, or use a lot of medical pro¬ 
cedures? Sorry, get out your wallet; 
energy costs are a significant com¬ 
ponent on the final health care bill. 

Do you like meat? Sorry, expect 
the price of your meat to go up 
more than other foods that produce 
less greenhouse gas emissions (that 
also will apply to your pet food, by 
the way). 

Do you like fashionable cloth¬ 
ing and buy new clothes annual¬ 
ly? Expect the price of those new 
threads to increase under the new 
carbon price. 

The list of people who’ll be hit 
by the carbon tax is pretty much 
endless. Do you want to have, or 
want to build, a gourmet kitchen? 
Handicapped and need a car? Need 
a large car for your family's hockey 
gear? Want that big-screen TV to 
display your DVD collection? Like 
bottled water? Wash your clothes 
in hot water? Prefer a heated dish¬ 
washer to lukewarm hand wash¬ 
ing? Sorry, but all these choices 
are going to cost you more under a 
carbon tax. 

Now, not everyone will feel 
the pain. Generally, when carbon 
taxes have been implemented, as 


in BC, some of the tax is rebated 
to those in lower-income brackets. 
And in still other versions, such 
as Alberta’s, carbon taxes generate 
some winners in the form of those 
research groups or companies that 
the government pays to conduct 
research into greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sion control. 

But, by and large, if you’re an 
energy-user, a carbon tax will not 
simply take taxes from you in a 
different way, they will subtly re¬ 
structure your life in uncountable 
ways. 

Some economists support carbon 
pricing because they’re primjuily 
concerned with matters of econom¬ 
ic efficiency, rather than consider¬ 
ing the question of whether or not 
one ought to engage in an activity 
in the first place. Some will point 
out that academically, on a black 
board, one can design a carbon tax 
that doesn’t cause economic harms, 
that is fair, and that imitates a con¬ 
sumption tax. Realists would point 
out that such perfect economic 
theories are much like battle plans, 
and never survive even first contact 
with their opposition. 

Carbon pricing tends to be one 
of those favoured options when 
governments (or NGOs) declare the 
road to greenhouse gas emission 
reduction. And yes, carbon taxes 
are theoretically “more efficient” 
economically than regulations or 
emission trading systems might 
be, but unless they’re global, they 
are not efficient at producing envi¬ 
ronmental benefits. They're most 
efficient at expanding governmen¬ 
tal influence over people's lifestyle 
preferences.

continue

A serial thief or thieves 
may be on the prowl, say 
RCMP as area rural prop¬ 
erty break-ins have con¬ 
tinued unabated over the 
past few weeks. 

In one incident, an 
81-year-old man living 
on Rge. ltd. 34 and Twp. 
Rd. 302 returned home on 
Dec. 4 to find that a gun 
cabinet was stolen, along 
with a .22-calibre rifle, 
a .306-calibre rifle and a 
12-gauge shotgun all miss¬ 
ing, Const. Keith Gill said. 

“They entered through a 
back door and also stolen 
w as a substantial amount 
of jewelry,” said Gill. 

A number of break- 
ins and thefts have been 
reported to the Didsbury 
RCMP in the past few 
weeks. 

Reported incidents 
have all occurred in rural 
areas, he said, adding he 
believes they may be con¬ 
nected. 

“And often times it hap¬ 
pens in broad daylight. If 
you see a truck driving 
down a range road in the 
afternoon you don't think 
anything of it 

“So whoever is commit¬ 
ting these thefts is doing 
more than one. If people 
have the ability to get a 
licence plate it drastically 
helps us track these peo¬ 
ple down,” Gill said. 

Because it’s Christmas 
time and thieves are likely 
doing what they are so 
that they can afford the 
holiday, he said these inci¬ 
dents will likely continue 
for a few more weeks. 

In another recent inci¬ 
dent, a man reported to 
police that he had two 
men knock on his door. 
When he answered, they 
asked him how to get to 
Calgary. The resident was 
unable to get a licence 
plate number because the 
men had parked at an odd 
angle. 

The men were driving 
an older-model double¬ 
cab reddish or maroon 
GMC truck in that inci¬ 
dent, he said. 

They were very likely 
casing the house, Gill said.
